President  Prederlcks  slated  that 
the  new  project  will  augment  the 
92,750.000  expansion  program 
which  embraces  the  construction 
of  22  new  buildings  and  additions 
to  old  structures  on  the  State 
Teachers'  college  campus  Work 
on  the  new  project  will  start 
within  the  next  few  days.
